Pierre Fortln read a motion 
that had been passed by thePre- 
stdentlafAdvisory Committee 
recommending that three stu- 
dents be named as observers to 
the Board of Governors. He 
then read a -letter from the. Exe- 
cutive Committee of the Board 
of Governors saying a recom- 
mendation would be made that one 
student sit as observer on the 
Board of Governors.

Maoists in High Schools 



OTTAWA (CUP)--The Canadian 
Union of Students will phase itself 
out of existence by the end of No- 
vember, meeting all ot Its debts 
and possibly even showing a sur- 
plus before It finally disappears. 
Members of the CUS national 
council met Monday, October 27, 
to assess the position of the union 
and chose the phase-out over two 
other alternatives: continuing ope- 
rations In a reduced capacity in li- 
ne with reduced revenue, and conti- 
nuation as a voluntary union* 

In a press release Tuesday, Octo- 
ber 28, the council said that an as- 
sessment of the union's finances 



had repealed CUS was "in a sound 
financial position and could meet 
all of its obligations and have a 
surplus/* 

The surplus, which memberssald 
was still only aposslbiUty based on 
payment of all outstanding fees 
from member or former-member 
student councils, would be divided 
pro rata among the remaining less- 
than-a-dozen members of the u- 
nlon. 

Students at the University of To- 
ronto finally broke the back of CUS, 
which has been fighting for survival 
for the past 14 months, when they 



voted to withdraw—along with their 
$20,000— from the union October 
22. 

Without Toronto, natl onal council 
members decided that continuation 
of CUS would be impractical If not 
Impossible, as operations would 
have to be brought to a virtual 
standstill to remain financially 
above water. 

The national council also announ- 
ced that arrangements would be 
made to Insure the continuation of 
the CUStravelplan, which provides 
lowprlced overseas flights for stu- 
dents.

Narc Agent Traps Student 

OTTAWA (CUP)— A Judge dismissed traffic king charges against a Car- 
leton University student here Wednesday October 22 on the grounds that 
he was trapped into the offense by anRCMP officer who had become his 

"friend". 

Fordon Shipley, 22, was charged with selling $30 worth of hashish to 

RCMP undercover agent Larry Lowes. 

But Lowes testified he thought Shipley a naive person, who respected 
him as a sort of 'big brother', and also said he had borrowed $10 from 
the student, refusing to return it until Shipley got him some drugs. 

Judge McAndrew dismissed the case, ruling that "without (Lowe's) 
inducements the accused would not have trafficked In drugs," and that 
the duty of un undercover agent is not to manufacture crime. 

Professors Supp ort Strike 

MONTREAL (CUP)— A postponed three-day strike at Loyola college 
was set for Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday October 27-29. 

The strike was to support demands for binding arbitration In the case 
of physics professor S.A. Santhanum, fired earlier this year by adminis- 
tration after confusing deliberations about his contractual status. 

A faculty petition for strike support had gained over thirty signatu- 
res by Wednesday October 22. Supporting faculty were to cancel clas- 
ses during the strike. 

Administratio n Defied 

ANT1GON1SH (CUP)— St. Francis Xavler students voted four to one 
this week to defy the administration and declare open visiting hours 

In their residences. 

Wednesday October 22 student council accepted a proposal for open 
residences and called a referendum (or the next day. 

Nearly 80 per cent of the university's 2400 students turned out to o- 
verwhelmlngly approve the 'open housing* proposal. 

That night student union president Frank McKenna announced the re- 
sults of the vote to a mass student assembly and declared the residences 

opon. 

Several hundred girls then entered the male residences in defiance of 
existing rules set by the administration. The demonstration was order- 
ly and ended after two hours. 

Students to Run in Civic Elections 

SASKATOON (CUP)— Five Untversity of Saskatchewan students plan 
to challenge the Saskatoon power structure by running fn upcoming ci- 
vic elections. 

They will call for community control of the city newspaper the Star- 
Phoenix. The paper is owned by the Slftoti group newspaper conglome- 
rate. 

The five students running—Richard Thompson, Lenore Boyes and Ho- 
ward Brown for alderman, Karen Koppenrud and Wendy Land for school 
board— are representing the Committee for a Socialist Movement 
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The Ontario Confederation of U- 
niversity Faculty Association (OC- 
UFA) has rejected the principle of 
granting students a share in deci- 
sion-making powers over appoint- 
ment, promotion and tenure of fa- 
culty members. 

OCUFA memberswereunwllllng 

to accept even the moderate prin- 
ciples of studentpartlcipation con- 
tained in a rather conservative 

document, presented on October 24 
entitled— "Guidelines for Faculty 
and Student Participation in Deci- 
sions Concerning Appointments, 
Promotions, Tenure and Dismissal 

of Faculty." Instead, they voted 
overwhelming to accept only the 
six conclusions of the paper: 

1. The appropriate contribution of 
students to decisions concerning 

the appointment, promotion and te- 
nure of an individual faculty mem- 
ber is the evaluation of histeaching 
ability. , The appropriate form for 
this contribution to take is that of 
consultation. 

2. Procedures for formal consul- 
tation with students should be esta- 
blished. 

3. Students should have no entitle- 
ment to decision-making powers 
concerning the appointment, pro- 
motion and tenure of Individual fa- 
culty members. This Is not inten- 
ded to prejudice the question of 
student decision-making power on 
matters of curriculum. 

4. Faculty should have the right 

to participate in the process lea- 
ding to award of tenure. 

5. Students should have an entitle- 
ment to decision -making power on 
matters ot curriculum and guideli- 
nes for appointments relating to 
curriculum." 

The only member to oppose the 
motion was Prof. Garry Clarke, 
President ofthe Laurentlan Uni- 
versity Faculty Association.

14 STRIKERS 

BURNABY (CUP)-- Stmoi Fra- 
ser University administration bro- 
ught clvi! court charges Tuesday 
October 21 against three profes- 
sors and 11 students Involved In 
the strike of the dspartmsnt o!po- 
HticaJ science, sociology and an- 
thropology. 
The civil charges bro-jght against 

the fourteen strikers are for loss 
of revenue -because the adminis- 
tration has had to reimburse stu- 
dents who decided to withdraw be- 
cause of the strike— unspecified 
damages and tresspassing. 

The tresspassing charges grow 
out of an administration decree that 
striking professors and students 
are no longer part ot theunWersi- 

ty. 

The professors named In the ci- 
vil action are Louis Feidhaminrr, 
John Leggett and Ahmad Saghir. 
The students charged are J. Har- 
ding, J. Cleveland, B. Sloeock, A. 
Holllnbaugh, C. Hardy, J. Miller, 
M. Cohen, B. Enoch, B. Fletcher, 
B. Ptummer and B. Hoffer> 

INJUNCTION 
ISSUED 

Burnaby (CUP)-- British Co- 
lumbia courts issued an injunc- 
tion Friday October 24 to bring 
to a halt all activities connected 
with the faculty and student strike 
in the political science, sociology 
and anthropology department at Si- 
mon Fraser University. 

At the administration's request 
the court ordered participants in 
the strike: 

not toobstructanyfacultymemberj 
not to obstruct any campus facility; 



not to make any unscheduled appea- 
rances; 

not to unlawfully coerce any stu- 
dent. 

Lawyers advising strikepartlci- 
pants have informed them that the 
order makes them liable to 6 
months to 1 year injall if theydls- 
tribute any literature, picket In any 
way or address any group on cam- 
pus without the administration ha- 
ving granted a booking. 

Faced with the court injunction 
and administration threats of ex- 
pulsion and scholarship cancella- 
tion it Is unclear what the general 
student body, which has been sym- 
pathetic toward the strike, will now 

do. 

Fourteen people are specifically 

named in the injunction, the same 
14 that the administration brought 
clvlJ suits against earlier In the 

week. 

Provincial police appeared all 
over the campus Friday to post up 
notices of the injunction* 

HUNGER 

STRIKE 

BURNABY (CUP)--Eleven stu- 
dents at Simon Fraser University 
have moved from strike action to 
"non-violent civil disobedience/' 

A hunger strike and sit-in by the 
eleven began in the rotunda of the 
administration building Thursday 
October 23 in support of the strike 
of faculty and students in the insti- 
tution's department of political 
science, sociology and anthropolo- 
gy- 

The students say the hunger stri- 
ke will continue in the rotunda and

The students and faculty have emerged from last Friday's confronta- 
tion with almost nothing concrete to show for their efforts. The only dif- 
ference between what was granted and what was proposed by the executi- 
ve of the Board is a total of three additional representatives* , When yoi 
consider, that none of them have a vote, it all seems rather pointless. 
.WhaVs- the* difference between four silent observers and seven silent 
observers? The Important part of the P*A.C* proposal was that con- 
cerning the Finance Committee. Action on that matter has been diffe- 
red indefinably. 

So what did we gain? Not much.*.but some. ' 

First, we de'Onately 1 repressed" the B.OG. with the fact that there is a 
very strong student feeling In favour of more participation In decision 
making. Many Board members were oblivious of this fact until Friday, 

Secondly, it was a major achievement to get the Board (ooverrulelts 
executive, even In a relatively unimportant matter* That is a very rare - 
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Thirdly, we have succeeded In polarizing the Board Into two groups; 
one. which is amenable to change and one which is not. That too Is an 
Important achievement ... 

Friday was not, however, a total victory. Our requests were not gran- 
ted in fiill. Instead we have been thrown somecr^mbsfrom the table in 
hopes that they will quel! our apetite. This stalling tactic must not be 
allowed to succeed. We must force the board to accept student partici- 
pation in more than a tokenlstlc manner. Only when we get our voting 
representation on the Finance Committee, will we have made any real* 
progress In this area.

Why not enjoy University .? 
How about a new system. 

I'm a third year student and more and more I am noticing how little 
third year students have actually acquired from first and -second years. 
I do not think that the students are to blame but rather it's the system. 

If In a course, especially an Introductory course, you spend your time 
writing essays, making book reports or giving seminars, you are speci- 
alizing in one topic of the course. With all this work, there is very little 
time left to try to understand the different concepts which should be ac- 
quired In such a course. For examplean Introductory course In Sociolo- 
gy. Many sociological concepts are discussed. This is usually new sub- 
ject matter for most students. Therefore It is not easily remembered or 
understood for that matter. . 

I compare the learning of such introductory concepts to learning a new 
language.* If you want to speak a language which is foreign to you, you ha- 
ve to try to speak it daily. Only by doing so will you learn the language 
as well as acqaire vocabulary which you will remember. It's the same 
situation when studying the different concepts or tools which lie at the ba- 
se of a social science. If you wish to understand them you must learn to 
use these concepts In dally life. The use of these concepts is what should 
distinguish you from someone who has not studied sociology or psycho- 
logy, etc. These concepts should help you better understand the realities 
of -life. They should help you explain the different phenomena that sur- 
round you. 

•However, introductory courses, in my eriperlence simply do not do 
this. At the end of the year you would have acquired a notebook full of 
notes, the size of which frightens your memory because of the upcoming 
exam. Also you have acquired a few mixed up notions none of which 
you really understand. Even simple things such as defining sociology, 
psychology, political science, economics, etc. lsnotsomothingwhlch mi- 
ny students can boast of after the Introductory course Is over. 

Third year students are not usually better off. Because of their expe- 
rience in first year they have often lost Interest in the subject even In 
their major or continuation subject. Often they have been sickened by the 
introductory course and therefore have never liked university courses. 
The subjects which are studied, are, for most of them, very Interesting. 
However it's the approach which may turn students right off. 

What solution do I propose? I feel it's, in the first place, up to the pro- 
fessor. He should help students use these concepts, and help them to ap- 
ply these concepts to situations of everyday life. " : - 

Also they should be reviewed fairly often: repetition, a simple learning 
mechanism. The professor should interrelate his lectures or the different 
topics of his subject matter to give a general Idea of what Is going on be- 
cause often times students are simply lost In the quantity of matter taken. 
Guide lines are important Synthesis Is of great importance. 

If things were such, it Is may belief that students would show much 
more enthusiasm. They would work towards applying concepts to the re- 
alities of life* They could not help doing this after a while. It would come 
almost naturally or at least automatically. Throughout the summer 
months, they would keep doing this. And in their second year they would 
benefit much more from the courses which continue the subject taken In 
introductory courses. They would enjoy these courses much more because 
of their understanding of the main concepts. They would forever appre- 
ciate and develop this newly acquired skill. 

These are my suggestions. Evidently more has to be said. Details ha- 
ve to be discussed on how to Implement such a method but whatever hap- 
pens such a change must come about or university will keep bo ring too 
many students. It will keep giving'them a mass of seemingly unrelated 
facts. 

In conclusion, all I want to say is that I certainly would not want my 
children to experience university in the way thatl did. It may be argued 
that I am at fault and not the system but I feel that there is so much in- 
teresting subject matter that It's a pity not to be able to acquire some of 
it an enjoy it. Kenneth Dienne

The Wild Bunch

Sam PeckinpahV "The Wild 
Bunch" is supposed to simultane- 
ously exploit violence as it prea- 
ches against it The exploitation 
element is obvious; the other facet 
Is left to debate. The movie seems 
more to be one of those cheap Ita- 
lian quickies starring early Clint 
Eastwood, without their saving 
grace of sadisjic humour. 

■ It Is an exhibition of the killer's 
craft with fluctuating f&st~slow 
photography to exemplify the Oner 
human atonomy. Using Arthur 
Penn-style direction, Peckinpah 
relies on this one technique so fre- 
quently that it becomes a real drag, 
Just like the movie. 

Set in the twilightofthe old west 
(1914), the plot concerns the last 
major job of William Holden's 
Wild Bunch* They will steal 16 
cases of guns from an American 
Army train. The plot, if I may say, 
11 thickens" as Holden's men are 
pursued thoughout 
the pictur* by men hired by the 
railroad and led by Robert Ryan, 
a former member of Holden's cr*w, 

.CriCcs wht defend the movie 
claim that the violent exploits of 
the Wild Bunch are so extravacant 



that the fllm is transcended to beco- 
me a powerftil commentary m vio- 
lence in America, and actually 
shows the futility of killing* Bull- 
shit! 

To claim its the "violence to end 
all violence" and consequently a 
major sociological statement is 
merely a guise for "violence for 
the sake of violence." Such ver- 
biage merely allows the exploiters 
to sell their products to those ma- 
ny perverts who find it necessary 
to conceal their true sickness be- 
hind an "acceptable" to sitinsuch 
movies with sadistic -saliva cree- 
ping from their- months, their nos- 
trils dilated and heavy with lust 
for death, and their hands vigo- 
rously engagfed with their laps. 
There Is but one good scene in 
the movie. Ryan's men are cha- 
sing Hoiden's Wild Bunch across a 
bridge. One* across, Holden dyna- 
mites the bridge with Ryan's men 
still on it. No one is killed (for a 
change) but the horses and riders 
sinking slowly into the water make 
for govd cinematography and con- 
sequently, good cinema. 

The much publicized closing bat- 
tle scene^here the Wild Bunch is

burned is the major dis appointment 
In a movie of disappointments^ 
Peckinpah, by this time, has all but 

run his slow motion violence bit Inn 
to the ground and as hundreds upoa 
hundreds get massacred with blood 
popping, exploding, spraying from 
their wounds one wonders Just what 
exactly is a better high, drugs or 
violence? 

The acting, like the picture, is 
vulgar, pwtentfousi anduoinspired 
The camera work contains nospu* 
rious gimmicks likemanyplctures 
nowadays, but, also, it has no ima- 
gination. Further; the film editing 
which either makes or breaks a 
picture, takes Its rightful place in 
breaking "The Wild Bunch", 

The fictitious studio magnate In 
Norman Mailer's The Deer Park 
says, "We bring real things to 
them. Realism. But because a fel- 
low in an Italttn movia vomits all 
over the place and they like it in 
some art theatre that doesn't even 
hav* sir-cooling, we should bring 
them vomit?" 

Peckinpah saw violence acceptedln 
"The Good, -The Bad, and The U- 
gljf'J but why, In turn, did he bring 
uS'Vomlt 8.4T.&M* 
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It's nice to see that the Sudbury 
theatres have finally got up from 
their* asses. After two months 
of cinematic famine, they've at 
leist given us some movies worth 
thinking about (Wild Bunch, Med- 
ium Cool, Monterey Pop). This 
is a premium year for movies 
and it seems impossible that two 
months could have passed without 
one of the year's major movies-** 
Easy Rider, Midnight Cowboy, Tr- 
ue Grit, The Sergeant, If..., to name 
but a few. 

Monterey Pop is in its second 
year of release, but it has main- 
tained its importance. It showed 
that a mere documentary could 
be passed off as a movie grossing 
volumes more than * what it cost 
to produce. It Is more of a visual 
album than a movie. As such, it 
Is well worth seeing and hearing. 
Unfortunately, the Plaza Theatre 
denies us the pleasures of listen- 
ing to the music. When It played 
at Cineclty in Toronto, the sound 
was stereo and turned to a volume 
respectable to thatin which the true 
sense of the music must be heard. 
In Plaza Hi-Fi, one often wondered 
Just how long the 5-inch speakers 
would last. 



Interesting, but not good. Inter- 
esting to see Hendrix rape his gui- 
tar andjjaculaie lighter fluid onto 
it, light it and feel the burning 
passion of "Wild Thing." Boring 
to watch Janls Joplin play her own 
personal little game of Imitating 
the really good blues singers. 
Sad to watch the Mamas and Poppas 
force their crap upon us simply 
because John Philips and Lou Adler 

produced the fllm. Exciting to 
see the Who and Otis Redding Ina 
realm of total musical Involve- 
ment Sickening to hear a final 
carry-over of the Sltar erase come 
from Ravi Shankar (his perform- 
ance is best described by the fact 
that the first person to begin 
applauding is a Monkee- Mickey 

Dolenz). Nice to see the late 
Brian Jones walking unknown in 
the great throngs. Nice to go, 
because only then does one see 
what isn't happening in Sudbury. 
Don't Look Back with Bob Dylan 
is playing with Monterey Pop and 
that, of course, speaks for Itself. 
Trouble is, by the time this review 
is out, the movies will have had 
their, three-day stand at the Plaza 
and will move out to make way for 
Wild Wheels. But that's Sudbury, 

isn't It?

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Union Rep. Speaks at Thorneloe 



Mr. Doug Hart, United Steel: 
workers of {America Union Repre* 
sentatfvA auoeared at St Mark's 

Shapel Tues. last (Octavo P.M.) 
A group of Christians of various 
denominations meets here every 
Tuesday night for a folk Mass 
and dialogue. The first guest 
in what will be a series of 'hot- 
seat' dialogues, Mr. Hart......... 

opened up with the opinion that 
this was one of the very rare 
opportunities that students on this 
campus could have to put a mem- 
ber of the Unioo management on 
the 'hot seat\....and that he was a 

hit bothered by the fact that there 
was not an overflow house. 
Explaining that his particular role 
here in Sudbury is to run the strike 
efficiently, he opened the'hotseat' 
to questions, 

Q. You claim, Mr. Hart, that there 
are over 3000 people In the bur- 
eaucracy to handle the Issuing of 
vouchers. Is there not a less 

costly way? 

A. The labour movement here 

feels that some are in more need 
than others, and that the Labour 
Union Is a voluntary thing. By 
perhaps using the mall, those in 
greater need will not receive a 
greater proportion. By having the 
men comedown to the Union Hall to 
pick up the vouchers, then prob- 
lems and viewpoints can be dis- 
cussed, and the membership kept 
up to date on latest developments. 
There is a need Tor a strike fund, 
but the union hasn't felt the need 

of it 

Strikes are obsolete, are not 

right. ' 

Moreover, it is not the working- 
man's right to say that the money t 
he paid Is hist 
Q. The union is on strike for better 

conditions and for more money. 
They realize the fantastic cost 
of living in the last few years. 
Why, then, does the union today 
pay to their men the same amount as 
they did in the 1958 strike? 
A. Strike 'pay' Is not the worker's 
right. The Union is a fellowship 
of workers who are making de- 
mands of the employer, and as 
such, they are prepared to be in- 
convenienced in order to achieve 
their goal. The assistance given 
through vouchers, medical pay- 
ments and so forth is an attempt 
by the whole Union to help brother 
workers In need - and it Is not, 
and cannot be equal to a roan's 
wages, and for this reason It has 
not increased over the past ten 
years. In 19S8, hundreds received 
no assistance. In 1958, one million 
dollars was spent on the four- 
month strike. In the present sit- 
uation, Steelworkers are spending 
one million dollars per week! And 
all that comes from the central

office Is ten dollars per man per 

week. 

Q. What makes up this one million 

dollars a week that you say you 

spend? 

A. First, there are premium costs, 
then hospital costs, and doctor 
bills. Until recently, the doctors 
In Sudbury were being paid direct 
but the refusal of 6 or 10 local 
doctors to co-operate has forced 
the Union to pay premiums to cover 
ail the workers in this area, a tact 
that has raised the medical costs 
from $16,000 per month ($1 per 
man per month) to over $1 million 
per month, and OHSIP premiums 
are $40,000! Also, there are over 
80 doctors In Sudbury: for the 
sake of 6 to 10 unco-operative 
ones, the Union Is having to find. 

a lot of extra money. 

Q. Why has there been no violence 

during this strike? 
A. The hard-rock miner works 
under tough conditions, and 'fight- 
ing for his life' is a dally routine. 
This means emotional tension, and 
it takes understanding. Two reg- 
istered Nurses are presently wor- 
king in this area to handle emotion- 
al problems, and the V.O.N, have 
also been involved; In this way, 
violence has been prevented before - 
it has had a chance to erupt. 
On the picket lines, specially 
selected co-ordlnators have been 
responsible for maintaining order, 
and they are responsible to a 
seven to ten man committee. 
Q. The other day, over 1000 stu- 
dents were actively Involved in a 
movement to protest the lack of 
communication existent in thisun- 
Iversity. The swing today is for 
greater information for alt con- 
cerned. Why did your Union not 
'inform the workers sent out on 
strike as to exactly what the. Union 
was asking from INCO? Why did 
it wait for two months before giving 
any concrete Information to the 

men? 

A. Yes I feel badly about that too. 
The men weren't told anything 
except that they were to get the 
highest wage in Canada. 
There Is agitation among students 
- and some of the troubles In in- 
dustry are caused by summer stu- 
dents led by Communist agitators 
from Canada, the USA, and every- 
where from Peking to Mexico. At 
Simon Fraser, the students could 
have asked for help from the Bri- 
tish Columbia Federation of La- 
bour, but instead, they followed the 
lead of communist infiltrators. 
After they escaped from there(ln- 
nocent students took the rap for 
these subversives), they moved on 
to Montreal, and witness the McGill 
fracas. They are now at Brandon, 
Manitoba, and we expect trouble 

there very soon. 
The Union doesn't want at this 



time the directives of the Univ- 
ersity communlty..„the Union has 
too much going for it The union 
will accept, though, constructive 

criticism. 

Q. Workers are buying and buying 
on credit these days,..furniture, 
cars, etc. What has the union to 
say about this? 

A* The Union is shocked that the 
businesses are saying that there. 
Is so much more debt and credit 
buying than before. They are mak- 
ing more money today than before 
the strike. Payments are coming 
in good and strong; very few are 
missing their obligations, *The 
workers in this area are not in 
desperate straits, and there will 
not be great distress when the fin- 
ance companies move in to collect 
around February. About 2,000 
men have left Sudbury, and many 
of them are still sending in their 
medical bills from as far away 
as Vancouver.
